Blishts are very destructive to 
fruit trees, semetimes destroying the 
whore tree 3 but more Poon y tise 
feaves and blossoms, whi 
itself remains unhurt. 

Gne cause of the blight i5 the con- 
tinuance ef dry easterly winds for 
several days togethcr. which steps 
the perspiration in the (ender blessoin 
and a Joug continuance of the same 
weather, equally affects the tender 
deaves, causing them to wither and 
decay ; the perspirinz matter js 
thereby rendered thick aud clutinous 
and so becomes food for those small 
insects, Which ars always found in 
Vast numbers on fruit trees that are 
affected by this sort of blight, 

These insects, liowever, are pot 
the original cause, as some ineacine, 
but the natural conseanence — of 
blights ; for wherever they meet 
with sucha proper nutrimen!, they 
multiply with astonishing rapidity, 
and greatly promote the distemper. 
when no metiod is taken to prevent 
it

Aphides, or nlant-lice, are a ver: 
numerous and 
insects. Etymologists enumerate se- 
venty five species af them ; but pre- 
bably there are many more, as every 
tree infested by them, has a distinct 


species 3 and Linnens names them 


from the diferent trees that thev 


shave upou,as the currant aphis, the 


plum aphis. the cherry aphis. &c. 
The males (which are verv few in 
comparison of the females) have 
wings ; but the females ave anterous 
oy Without wirgs. Fruit trees are 
frequently very rouch infested with 
different species of the aphis ; the 
num, in particular, suffers greaity 
by them. Great care should be ta- 
ken ta destroy these pernicious ip 

seccs at aseartv a period of their 
gsrowta 2s possible : otherwise the~ 
will consume the Jeaves and fruit for 
that season. The best method te 
destroy them, is to take some fine 
wood ashes, and’ mix one third part 
of fine unslacked lime, and throw it 
on with a common dredging box, til! 
you have covered the under sides of 
all the leaves where you find the in 

sects. This should be done in the 
morning. while the dew is on the 
leaves, which will cause the powder 
fo adhere to them: letting them s- 
remain for three or four davs—ther 
mix unsiacked Jime and soft water. | 
at the rafe of halfa veck to thirty 
eallons, and stir it well, several times 
a day. forthree or four days 3 and 
with this liquid (after the lime has 
settled) give the trees a good wash 


ing with a small engine. If the in- | 


sects should ever make their appear- 
ance again. only apply the same re- 
medy, and you will verv soon en- 
tirely destrey them.

BLUE LAWS.

The following is a transcript of the cele- | 
brated Blue Laws, under which the first co- 
lonists of Connecticut subsisted for a 
considerable time. We regret that we can- 
not inform the readerto whom we are ira- 
debted for this singular code; he must, 
therefore, remain ignorant of a legislator who 
had he lived in days of yore, would certain- 
ly have rivalled the famous Draco Like the 
laws of the Druids, which it resembles in 
other respects, it was never written, but 
was declared and interpreted by the selec; 
men, the judges, and the pastorsof the dif.- 
ferent congregations. It cannot fail to strike 
the reade. with its extraordinary mixture of 
reason and absurdity, of liberality and big 
otry. While he admires the former, he is 
net hastily to charge the Lawgivers of Con. 
necticut with a more than ordinary portion 
of bigotry and superstition. Two centuries 
ago people were not exactly what they are 
new, when every man, however ignorant or 
stinted in his intellect, is qualified, at least 
in his own opinion, to make laws and direct 
the measures of government. These sim- 
ple pilgrims doubtless cudgelied their brains 
full many a sleepless night to digest this 
Jcede, however deficient, and brought it to 
maturity with prodigious laber of cogitation.

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FOREIGN. 


London, Murch 15.—Letters have 
been received to the 23d ult. from 
Gibraltar, by which it appears that 
plague on the coast of Africa, instead 
of diminishing with the cold weather 
was increasing to an alarming ex- 
tent. The only information with 
regard to the ravages committed by 
it, was brought to the British fortress 
by the vessel appointed by the Gov- 
ernor to sail at stated: periods, as no 
private trading ships were allowed 
to have any communication with the 
Barbary coast. According to 
the latest advices, one or two hun- 
dred person died daily of the dis- 
ease. 

We have several times had occasion 
toadvertto the strenuous exertion, 
Spain is, at the present moment, mak- 
ing again to recover the provinces of 
La Plata. For this precise purpose, 
the Minister Yrujo was called into 
office ; and certainly he has given 
that tone to the efforts of Spain a- 


gainst the Translantic. provinces, 
which none of his predecessors have 


been able to do—that is, he has put 
in motion those schemes which before 
were only tobe found in the columns 
_ of the Madrid Gazette—or, in other 
words, he has obtained a certain sum 
of money and acertain number of 
transports. ‘The British, French, 
Spanish, Italian, Dutch, Prussian, 
Swedish and Danish vessels, which 
are hired, are ordered to rendezvous 
at Cadiz inthe beginning of April, to 
embark 20.000 men, and to be escort- 
edbva large naval force. Such is 
the nroject of the Spanish Govern- 
iment, whichis an attempt greater 
tian even this country ever witness- 
ed, When the Helder fleet sailed 
from England, thev had about 78,000 
tons of shipping, for 15,000 men, who 
were three weeks before they landed, 
at which time all their water was out. 
For Spain to convey 20,000 men a- 
cross the Atlantic, she will require 
. 10,000 tons of shipping or S00 ves- 
SMS,

The faternity of shomakers have, 
unquestionably given rise to soine 
characters of great worth and geni- 
us, Thelate Mr. Holdroit was o- 
riginally a shomaker. His dramatic 
pieces most rank amongst the best of 
those onthe English stage.

‘The 
crowd was very great: upwards of 
twelve thousand persons were sup- 
posed to be present. At the toll of 
the bell, about 11 o’clock, the pris- 
oners were brought out of the jail, 


pany ofhorse. They appcared quite 
calm and undaunted until they saw 
their cofiins, when they were both ap- 
palled, and wept bitterly. ‘Teed 
could not walk without assistance. 


After they arrived at the place of ex- | 


ecution, and ascended the scaifold, 
the clergy prayed with them, and at 
5 minutes past 2 o’clock they were 
turned off, almost without a struggle 
into eternity.—'Teed denies that he 
ever had the gun, or struck Jenning’s 
but still said he deserved to die.”

[tis more than thirty years since 

any'person in this country has suffer- 
ed the pains of the law for the crime 
of murder. 
Iam now called to the perform- 
ance of a necessary but painful duty, 
appertaining to my office ; IT hope I 
shall discharge it with the feelings 
that become me. 

Let me request your attention a 
few moments before the commence- 
ment of that awful spectacle which 
will engross every power, and bind, 
up every faculty in terror and com- 
misseration.

trifling—in its consequences how 

tremendous. An aged and infirm 

man, in an unsuspecting moment, 

was the first victim of violence ; and 

they, the authors and cont-ivers of 

his death, are now about to become! 
the necessary sacrifice offered by the 
law for the example and safety of al), 
Doomed to death, in the midst of 
health—in the prime of Lfe—taken 
ina moment from the most endear- 
ine connections—from wives and 
children. In agony and in shame 
they go to those dark and mysterious 
abodes where penitence isunavailing, 
reformation impussible, and their 
destiny eternal, 

By your serious and orderly con- 
duct let the lesson of their punish- 
ment have its full effect—give to 
them your pity—let them have your 
nrayers.
